PARIS, May 20 (AP) — The | 


National Assembly voted Pre- 
mier Pierre Pflimlin emergen- 
cy powers today to deal with 
the Moslem rebellion in Al- 
geria. It left the power to be 
exercised by Gen. Raoul Salan, 
the Algerian commander who 
backs Gen. Charles De Gaulle. 

The vote was 475 to 100. The 
extreme right — Gaullists and 
Poujadists — and a few con- 
servatives were alone in voting 
against the bill. 

Just before the vote, the 577 
deputies present made parlia- 
mentary history by unanimous- 
ly approving a Socialist motion 
of confidence in the Army of 
the Republic, saying it “will 
emerge victorious from its 
present trial.” All present, ex- 
cept the Pgujadists, rose to ap- 
plaud the passing of the mo- 
tion. 

Vote of Approval. 

Despite a noisy debate, 
which periodically broke down 
into shouted insults between 
deputies of the right and left, 
Premier Pflimlin carried vir- 
tually all the Assembly with 
him in what amounted to a 
vote of confidence in his hard- 
pressed young government. 

The conservatives had said 
thy would only vote the meas- 
ure if they were assured the 
special powers would be given 
to Salan, whom the Commu- 
nists suspect. 

Pflimlin, winding up the de- 
bate, told the deputies: 

“At present, by decisions 
taken before these events, the 
special powers are exercised 
by the military authority in.all 
the departments of Algeria. 
The Government, on this point, 
has no intention of changing 
anything.” 

The Algerian special powers 
bill is one that each new gov- 
ernment must get within 10 
days of taking over. 

Bigger Majority. 

The majority given Pflimlin 

was larger than the 462-to-172 


vote given the six-day-old gov- | 


ernment Friday night on ex- 
tending emergency powers for 
the whole of France.

May 20 (AP)— 
NSETTLED conditions 
in the Mediterranean

President Eisenhower flew 
here today to make a major 
address on the nation’s eco- 
He will speak 
tonight before a conference of 
2000 members of the American 
Management Association. 

Mr. Eisenhower had flown by 
helicopter from Washington to 
Gettysburg, Pa., his legal res- 
idence, to vote in Pennsylva- 
nia’s primary. Then he flew 


by helicopter to Harrisburg, 
Pa., to board his personal 
plane, Columbine III, for the 


flight to New York 

The President chatted briefly 
at.La Guardia airport with Po- 
lice Commissioner Stephen P. 
Kennedy and Edward E. In- 
graham, airport manager, then 
left in a 17-car motorcade for 
Ninety seven 
motorcycle policemen headed 
the motorcade. 

Thousands of persons 
cheered the President as 
stood, hatless and coatless de- 
spite overcast weather, in an 
open automobile and waved on 
the latter part of his trip to 
the hotel. 

Casts Vote Quickly. 

In Washington, the helicopte:

lawn for the flight to Gettys- 
burg. The helicopter alighted 
near the polling place and Mr 
Eisenhower was on the ground 
there only nine minutes to 
cast his vote.

England, May 20 (AP)—For 20 
years Walter Hammond, grave-

From the Sewer District 
To the, Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I should like to express appre- 
ciation for the appraisal of our 
progress as expressed in your re- 
cent editorial. 


Particularly significant is the 
importance of recognizing that the 
major sanitary and storm water 
problems at the time the Metro- 
politan Sewer District came into 
being were—and still remain— 
huge. ‘ 

We began operation two and 
one-half years ago without money, 
without adequate equipment and 
with only a skeleton organization. 

In an area of 242 square miles 
we took on maintenance of 2200 
miles of public sewers, 13 sewage 
treatment plants, 24 sewage pump- 
ing stations, and an enormous 
backlog of sanitary and storm wa- 
ter problems which had plagued 
the metropolitan community for 
years. 

Today we are a fully integrated 
agency serving some 300,000 ac- 
counts and employing about 450 
persons. We have adequate equip- 
ment on hand or budgeted for 
purchase, and operation is assured 
through a definite source of in- 
come. 

The sewer situation has been 
improved markedly, but major 
problems, especially in the grow- 
ing county, remain a challenge 
Understandably property owners 
without sanitary sewers and those 
confronted with storm water prob- 
lems are impatient for action 
which will remedy their individual 
problems. 

However, new construction in- 
volves a rather complicated, time- 
consuming process, and it usually 
affords individual relief only after 
the entire project—or a major 
part of it—is completed. We rec- 
ognize all too keenly that the pub- 
lic is interested only in results. 

While definite dates have proved 
to be almost impossible to predict, 
I think we now are able to offer 
solid reassurance that the original 
difficulties which were part of 
developing an organization from 
scratch have been overcome and 
that the Sewer District now has 
climbed to a plateau from which 
it will be able to advance at a 
quicker pace.

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De Gaulle Is Willing 

Chaotic, strife-torn France’s potentially fate- 
ful Monday—the Monday of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle’s “press conference” on one of his rare 
visits to the French capital—has come and 
gone and now the politica} future of the host 
nation to NATO is as enigmatic as ever. 

The De Gaulle appearance was high drama. 
While the world waited and Frenchmen’almost 
held their breath, the leader of the Free 
French in exile during the Vichy years drove 
under guard 150 miles from his country re- 
treat. Then he came out before 1000 corre- 
spondents, editors and others jam-packed in 
a hotel room off the Quai d’Orsay to reassert 
confidently his availability. His words were: 

“If the people wish it, I am ready to take 
the leadership of the Government of the 
French Republic.” 

It was a long announcement of one man’s 
intentions rather than a press conference on 
the issues. The questions had already been 
put in a speech in the National Assembly. last 
Thursday by former Socialist Premier Mollet. 


What would Charles de Gaulle do if he were 
in authority? Speaking in expansive generali- 
ties, he talked about the need to revive and 
rebuild France. 

How would he handle the warring factions 
in the spectrum of the parties which have 
spawned 25 separate governments since World 
War Il—a new Cabinet every six months? He 
had not yet been asked to serve as judge nor 
did he have the means to carry out a deci- 
sion; no self-respecting judge would “pro- 
nounce the sentence before hearing the case.” 

By what means might he come to power? 
Here he-was both specific and vague. It could 
not be done according to “the habitual rites 
and procedure.” The Assembly would have to 
establish an “exceptional procedure” and if 
such, a time came he would make known to 
“the right persons” his views as to how it 
could be done. 

No one need fear for fundamental liberties, 
he said, and then reminded his audience that 
after the liberation of France he returned to 
restore liberty. He could not picture himself 


at 67 starting a career as a dictator and did | 


not see how others could picture it, either. 
But his demand for a personal grant of un- 
defined power could mean nothing else. 

On other aspects of the crisis he could not 
have been more plain. He is for the rebellious 
Army officers in Algeria. He has only con- 
tempt for parliamentary methods. He thinks 
the politicians have served France so poorly 
that the military could not fail to do better. 


With that, De Gaulle headed back to his 
remote village and awaited France’s decision. 
If France calls him with no more foreknowl- 
edge than it now has, it will be taking a man 
rather than a program. It will be reaching 
out to a war leader in blind faith rather than 
to a statesman with a declared plan of action. 

Washington has reason to be worried. It is 
no wonder that United States military officials 
are thinking in terms of relocating important 
defense installations in Europe, including the 
shifting of military shipping from French 
ports to German. 

The best hope for now is that the call for 
De Gatlle will not come. That the Pflimlin 
Government will make wise and efficient use 
of the emergency powers voted it last week 
by the overwhelming vote of 461 to 114. That 
the people will support the constitutional gov- 
ernment so strongly that it can begin to re- 
establish its authority over the rightist gen- 
erals in Algeria, whose seizure of power is 
a direct and flagrant challenge. And that 
France will make liberty live effectively again 
at home. 

In that hope there is no place today for the 
man on horseback of tomorrow. 


Men in White—on TV 


The New York State Medical Society has 
gone on record against the television adver- 
tising which presents men in white coats and 
calls them “doctors” in behalf of various 
products. The stand is a sound one. Adver- 
tising should not be permitted to mislead any- 
one into thinking that a physician has recom- 
mended a product when that is not the case. 
The Federal Trade Commission and the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission both have 
responsibilities in this matter. They will serve 
the public by taking up the recommendation 
of the medical profession in New York. 


To Please a Politician? 


It is neither surprising nor important that 
Representative Francis Walter, chairman of 
the Un-American Activities Committee, 
should dislike the Fund for the Republic. 
That is his own business. It is surprising, 
however, that in response to a letter from 
Walter to Treasury Secretary Anderson, the 
Internal Revenue Bureau has called on the 
Fund to show cause why its tax exemption 
should not be revoked. 

After a hearing of sorts at which no officer 
or director of the Fund was allowed to speak, 
Walter declared that it is not an educational 
agency, but one which, perhaps unwittingly, 
disseminates propaganda helpful to the Com- 
munist enemies of the United States. Some 
members of the committee, including Repre- 
sentative Moulder of Missouri, do not agree. 

The directors of the Fund include Elmo 
Roper, Paul G. Hoffman, Russell Dearmont of 
St. Louis, Oscar Hammerstein II, Meyer Kestn- 
baum of Hart, Schaffner & Marx, M. Albert 
Linton of the Provident Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co.; J. Howard Marshall of the Signal 
Oil & Gas Co., Jubal R. Parten of the Woodley 
Petroleum Co., Charles W. Cole, president of 
Amherst, George Shuster, president of Hunter 
College, Dean Griswold of the Harvard Law 
School, and Robert M. Hutchins, formerly 
chancellor of the University of Chicago. 

‘It is-difficult te believe that an organiza- 
tion under such direction and with the open 
record of the Fund would be asked to “show 
cause,” but for the political influence which 
Walter may exercise. But while the Fund 
may be counted on to defend itself before 
a federal agency or in the courts, if neces- 
sary, the Administration should pause to give 
a little thought to the precedent which may 
be in the making. 

If the Fund’s tax exemption can thus be 
questioned what may not happen to the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund, the Committee 
for Economic Development, the Council on 
Foreign Relations, the Carnegie Corporation 
and dozens of other funds which subsidize 
education and research in the most diverse 
fields? And what of all the groups and indi- 
viduals helped by these foundations? Are 
they, too, erigaged in propaganda rather than 
education? 

It is understandable that the Treasury

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should desire to avoid displeasing a Congress- 
man whose vote may be needed some day. 
But it is time to think of the mischief this

Spokesman for Freedom 

History will give Elmer Davis a place as 
significant American. Journalist, magazine 
writer, novelist, staff member and historian 


' of The New York Times, radio and television 


news analyst, head of the Office of War In- 
formation—this native of the “valley of de 
thocracy,” as Meredith Nicholson called Indi- 
ana and the region around it, did many things 
and did them all well. 

The country at large came to know him 
first in the early years of the war through 
his newscasts which were models of truthful- 
ness and informed summarizing. His interpre- 
tation as well as his facts tested out with the 
result that he won a large and devoted fol- 
lowing. An Elmer Davis broadcast stood in 
sharp and gratifying contrast to the excited 
performances of the many highly-keyed sen- 
sationalizers on the air waves. 

But his service as one of the vanguard 
which joined the issue with the McCarthyites 
was Elmer Davis’s greatest work. When many 
were afraid to declare themselves, he flew his 
colors high. He wrote in his memorable little 
book, “But We Were Born Free,” at the height 
of McCarthyism in 1953: . 


This nation was concetved in liberty and 
dedicated to the principle—among others— 
that honest men may honestly disagree; that 
if they all say what they think, a majority of 
the people will be able to distinguish the 
truth from error; that in the competition in 
the market place of ideas, the sounder ideas 
will in the long run win out. For almost 
four years past we have been engaged in 
cold civil war—it is nothing less—testing 
whether any nation so conceived and so dedi- 
cated can long endure. 


I believe it will endure, but only if we 
stand up for it. The frightened men who are 
trying to frighten us, because they have no 
faith in their country, are wrong; and even 
wronger are the smart ones who are trying 
to use the frightened men for their own ends. 
The United States has worked; the principles 
of freedom on which it was founded—free 
thought as well as political liberty—have 
worked. This is the faith once delivered to 
the fathers—the faith for which they were 
willing to fight and, if necessary, die, but for 
which they fought and won. 


Those men, whose heirs and beneficiaries 
we are, risked, and knew they were risking 
their lives, their fortunes and their sacred 
honor. We shall have no heirs and benefi- 
claries, and shall deserve to have none, if we 
lack the courage to preserve the heritage 
they won for us. This will remain the land 
of the free only so long as it is the home of 
the brave. 


For a major part in the rout of McCarthy- 
ism and its black pall, the country will always 
owe a deep debt to Elmer Davis. 


The Jupiter Forges Ahead 


The successful re-entry of a 1500-mile bal- 
listic missile’s nose cone into the atmosphere 
on its plunge to target, as reported by the 
Defense Department, may not be as important 
as the fact that the Jupiter missile functioned 
perfectly. 

The Army also retrieved a scale-model nose 
cone last August after a 1200-mile shoot of a 
Jupiter. President Eisenhower pointed to the 
nose cone in his televised speech of Nov. 7 
and said that the re-entry problem had been 
solved. The Jupiter that was fired last Sun- 
day did have a full-scale nose cone. Moreover, 
the intermediate-range weapon functioned 
precisely, going its full 1500 miles and land- 
ing near the Navy ships that were awaiting it. 

This was the fourth launching out of eight 
in which the Jupiter has performed perfectly, 
giving the Army a higher batting average than 
the Air Force with its rival Thor. Troubles 
had developed with both of the missiles and 
there had been no firing of either since De- 
cember. The new launching justifies a closer 
scrutiny of the Jupiter-Thor and Army-Air 
Force rivalry. 


Not Quite the Same Thing 


The Police Board’s statistical defense of its 
budget proposals seems to be based on a com- 
parison that is not quite apt—and consequent- 
ly its conclusion is questionable. 

The Board contends that the combined 
budgets of city-controlled departments call 
for a slightly greater percentage increase than 
does that of the police. So they do. Accept- 
ing the Police Board’s figures, the police re- 
quest is up 7.5 per cent over last year, the 
city departments as a whole 9.8 per cent. 

But the comparison ignores one vital fact. 
Last year’s police budget provided general 
pay rises, the city’s did not. Consequently 
last year’s police budget was up about 20 per 
cent over the previous year’s. The city de- 
partments were up only about 8 per cent. 
City employes did not get their pay boosted 
until January, and this is the first full year 
for that item to be budgeted. 

When the Board of Estimate revised the 
Police Budget it was guided by the same gen- 
eral principle it applied to the city depart- 
ments—that is, sufficient funds to pay exist- 
ing personnel at present rates, plus an allow- 
ance for increased costs of materials, equip- 
ment and supplies. 

If the Police Board can show where that 
principle has been violated in the trimming of 
its budget, then it would be on sound ground 
in protesting trims. So far it has made no 
such showing. The available evidence seems 
to indicate that it cannot. 

The Police Board is not defenseless. If it 
is unwilling to accept the same treatment as 
every other municipal agency, then it can 
seek relief in court. It may well be that the 
city is required to meet the police demand 
100 per cent. Until then, though, the city is 
right in insisting that the police be handled 
like everyone else. 


Was Prudence Countermanded ? 


In undertaking a complete investigation 
into all the unfortunate aspects of Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon’s visit to South America, the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee has charged 
itself with a very important task. 

A reporter for the Chicago Tribune who 
has spent 28 years in the Latin-American and 
Caribbean countries, Jules Dubois, wrote in a 
dispatch from Caracas that the American em- 
bassy did not ask the Venezuelan government 
for military protection for Mr. Nixon because 
of orders from Washington. He added: “The 
Washington orders were honored despite the 
fact that information had been received that 
there would be trouble.” 

The investigation the committee has under- 
taken has many facets to it, but the charge 
made by t Dubois is one that 
should be either proved or disproved.

Wide Chasm of Distrust 


There is hardly any sensible per- 
son in any part of the world who 
does not realize the disastrous con- 
sequences of a nuclear war. But it 
is tragic that when there is such 
unanimity about the imperative ne- 
cessity of eliminating war and re- 
solving disputes by peaceful means, 
a wide gulf divides the powers and 
prevents a meeting of minds. 


The result is that neither side is 
prepared to make any agreement or 
arrangement which would, in its 
view, substantially alter the balance 
of power based on nuclear weapons 
and missiles and military bases. This 
wide chasm is due to distrust and 
suspicion and fear. It is this mis- 
trust that should be reduced, this 
acerbity that has to be diminished 
if the risks of a nuclear holocaust 
are to be eliminated. 

For, under the impetus of this mu- 
tual distrust, and fear which both 
cause and are caused by the arms 
race, the objectives of diplomatic ne- 
gotiations and differences betweén 
nations are lost sight of while bombs, 
warheads, rockets and missiles tend 
to become ends in themselves. 


The basic point, I suggest, is not 
the quantum and nature of arma- 
ment but the deep cleavage which, 
however, cannot be bridged primar- 
ily by military means. “Saturation” 
appears to, have been reached so that 
each side is capable of inflicting 
overwhelming damage to the other. 


Today's Balance of Power 


There is, therefore, no point in 
accumulating further nuclear explo- 
sives. When one can utterly destroy 
one’s enemy in a fortnight, I con- 
fess I do not see much point in piling 


war. Small wars will inevitably ex- 
plode into big ones once atomic weap- 
ons of any size are used. The side that 


through accident or design lead to 
hostilities. 


No one has deseribed the awful 
balance of power today better than 
Winston Churchill who said that 
“Safety is the sturdy child of terror 
and survival the twin brother of an- 
nihilation.” Even this balance of ter- 
ror is not static because each side 
continuously tries to make itself 
stronger than the other, partly owing 
to fear and partly owing to a desire 
to get ahead. 


But absolute security in the pres- 
ent-day world is impossible of 
achievement and the search for “ul- 
timate weapons” might lead to total 
annihilation when guided missiles 
might fall in the hands of misguided 
men, The whole issue of atomic 
tests is not primarily a technical 
problem, it is a moral question and 
should be considered as such. 


Force has become so destructive 
that for all practical purposes its 
utility as the final instrument of di- 

lomacy has been seriously impaired. 
ndeed, violence, in a certain sense, 
has reached a reductio ad absurdum: 
for the very possession of nuclear 
weapons seems to have paralyzed 
those who possess them since they 
cannot risk the consequences of their 
use. This was evident in the fall 
of 1956 in the Suez area and in Hun- 
gary. 

The paramount need is, therefore, 
for sustained and sincere efforts to 
produce an atmosphere of mutual 
confidence. We should concentrate 
on our common interest of survival 


rather than an endless competition in 
producing more and more destruc- 
tive weapons-and faster and faster 
means of carrying them. 

“Let us by all means think for 
once not just in the mathematics 
of destruction” as George Kennan 
has said, “not just in these grisly 
equations of probable military casual- 
ties. Let. us rather think of peoples 
as they are; of the limits of their 
strength, their hope, their capacity 
for suffering, their capacity for be- 
lieving in the future.” 


We are prone to conceive power 
in abstract terms, regard countries 
as entities and treat states as ene- 
—~ — mies. But let us 
a not forget for a 

7 moment that the 
lives of countless 
men, women and 
children are in- 
volved in the sui- 
cidal race of nu- 
clear arms. We 
shall have to exist 
even before we co- 
exist. We must 
assume the _  in- 
, stinct of self-pres- 
ervation on all sides. 

No country will be able to achieve 
world domination if there is going 
to be no world to dominate. Surely, 
it is extraordinary that an anxiety 
to see the human race survive on 
this planet should come to be re- 
garded as visionary and impractic- 
able! We are becoming one world 
in fear, let us strive to be one world 
in hope.

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How to Slice 1960 Rose Bowl Melon Question Before Coast League 


Huskies, 


Trojans 
Forgiven 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 20 
(AP)—Will the Rose Bowl 
melon be cut six ways or nine 
in 1960? 

This was one of the ques- 
tions facing the Pacific Coast 
Conference today as it pre- 
pared to tackle the bowl prob- 
lem. Yesterday the crumbling 
circuit returned two of its 
members to good standing and 
bowl availability but it will 
lose three a year from this 
July. 

On probation since 1956 for 
illegal payments to athletes, 
Washington and Southern Cali- 
fornia were given clean bills 
of health. As of July 1 they 
will be back in the good graces 
of the conference. U.C.L.A,, 
which drew a three-year pro- 
bation in 1956, must wait an- 
other year. 

The conference was pre- 
pared to hear the report of its 
Rose Bowl committee today. 
The lucrative bowl game re- 
turns an estimated $25,000 an- 
nually to each member school 
except Idaho, which draws half 
a share. 

University of California Los 
Angeles, California and South- 
ern California have announced 
they will withdraw from the 
circuit July 1, 1959. But the 
pact with the Big Ten Confer- 
ence and the Tournament of 
Roses carries through the Jan. 
1, 1960 game. With only six 
teams left in the conference 
then, the problem will be 
whether to give the departing 
trio consideration for a bid to 
play and a cut of the profit. 

While they have been on 
probation, Washington, South- 
ern California and U.C.L.A. 
have been denied a share in 
the proceeds. 


The cases of the forgiven 
pair still must go before a 
higher court—the National 
Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion. When the two were 


placed on probation by the 
conference two years ago they 
drew similar penalties from 
the N.C.A.A. Until these are 
lifted, they still cannot play in 
postseason games. 

If the national organization 
agrees with the conference 
that penance has been satisfac- 
tory, Washington's probation 
will be up in August; Southern 
California's in November. 

The faculty men who run the 
-— at present — nine - member 
conference said they expected 
to wind up the current spring 
meeting a day earlier than 
usual. They set adjournment 
for Wednesday evening and 
scheduled the next session for 
Pasadena, Calif., Dec. 7-11. 

Conference football sched- 
ules for 1963-64 were drawn 
up, with the three departing 
members missing. Basketball 
schedules also were to be set 
at this session but action was 


postponed. The California trio

Art Buchwald 
Notes on Driving, 
Dining in Russia 


Fighth of a series on Art Buchwald’s trip by auto te 
Russia. 


THE ROAD BETWEEN SMOLENSK and Moscow was 
excellent and we made it in an afternoon after gassing 
up outside Smolensk on the highway. There were 10 
trucks at the gasoline station waiting to be fueled, but 
because we were foreigners we had priority at the pump. 
This was true everywhere we went in Russia. A foreigner 
is in a privileged class. With his guide he can go to the 
head of any line, and there isn’t anything in the Soviet 
Union that doesn't have a line except perhaps Stalin statues. 

The Russians don’t seem too disturbed by this line- 
cutting, and we heard no complaints. There are two kinds 
of visitors to the Soviet Union. Any number over two is 
considered a delegation. Any under two are “tourists with- 
out party.” 

The gasoline stations in Russia are few and far be- 
tween. Most of the station attendants were husky women 
who looked as though they could change a flat tire with 
one arm and grease an axle with the other. They had to 
pump the gasoline by hand and there was only one pump 
at each station. 


Friends briefed us ‘on driving in Moscow. 
There are no blood purges in the Soviet Union at 
the moment, except on Moscow streets. Under 
Czarist rule, pedestrians were oppressed by the 
privileged classes, who drove down the streets of 
Moscow splattering mud over the workers and 
peasants. But now this has all been changed. 
Only state-owned trucks, busses and party func- 
tionaries may splatter mud on the workers and 
peasants. 


The ORUD (Moscow militia) is charged with traffic 
direction and there are certain regulations in force that 
would never work in a Western country. 


BACK-SEAT DRIVING, for example, is forbidden. 
Section I, Article 4 says: “All persons, without exception, 
who use motor transport, are forbidden to give orders to

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the drivers that contradict regulations, and drivers are 
forbidden to carry out such orders.” They wouldn't sell a 
car in the United States if this law were adopted. 

Another traffic regulation that would raise, havoc in 
the West is Section IV, Article 16, which says: “It ts for- 
bidden to play, skate, ride scooters or ski on sidewalks, 
bridges or the side of the road.” 

You also are not allowed to hit military columns with 
your automobile and it’s absolutely forbidden to shoot 
landowners or Trotskyites from a moving streetcar. 

Moscow looked great to us after Minsk and Smolensk. 
We were put up at the Hotel Metropole, a vertiable palace 
which sleeps 350 people and employs 700. Three hundred 
and fifty of the 700 watch the guests and the other 350 
watch the employes. This leaves very few people to do 
the actual work. 


Getting a meal is a very difficult feat in the 
Soviet Union, particularly in Moscow. All the 
tailors left Russia in 1905, all the cooks left in 
1917, and all the waiters left after they took our 
order. 


Under the socialist system, tipping was previously for- 
bidden by the Communist party. Tipping was considered 
by Communists a degrading anti-Marxist conspiracy to 
cheat the workers of their just deserts. The anti-tipping 
ruling had mafy advantages. It saved the guest money, 
there was no discrimination over tables, and there was no 
personality cult amongst the headwaiters. There was only 
one disadvantage. You couldn't get any food. 


AT FIRST WE THOUGHT the bad service was due to 
the fact the waiters were lazy. But on further investiga- 
tion we discovered all Soviet restaurants have a state+ 
controlled system. The waiter not only hands in the order, 
but he must pay for it before he gets it. So if a waiter 
has a bad day at the track, or if he has to give his wife 
house money,.none of his tables will get any food that day. 


Once the order is placed and paid for, a meeting of 
the Central Kitchen Committee is called, at which time 
suggestions on how the dish is to be prepared are made 
by everyone, from chef down to dishwasher. Then a vote 
is taken and if everyone approves, an order is made to a 
collective farm for the ingredients. But the collective 
farm cannot send the food to Moscow until the tractor sta- 
tion gives its approval. This all takes time and is known 
as “the withering away of the restaurant customer.” 


In recent years Russians as well as foreigners 
have been trying to beat the socialist system by 
handing out tokens in restaurants. This has pro- 
duced amazing results, and production of hot 
cooked dishes of beef stroganoff, shashlick and 
chicken Kiev has increased by 43 per cent. 


One shock waiter at the Hotel National was so en- 
couraged by tips he received from Truman Capote that he 
tripled his borscht quota in three weeks and was given 
the Order of the Red Plate Special, the highest decoration 
a waiter in the Soviet Union can receive. 


ALTHOUGH THE GIVING of gratuities in restaurants 
is heresy in the Leninist doctrine, the Communist party 
hasn't done anything serious to squelch it. The reason is 
it has solved one of the greatest scientific mysteries in the 
country the waiter’s re-entry problem. Up until 
people started giving out ruble notes, customers knew how 
to send a waiter out, but no one knew how to get him back 
again. As with any missile, the secret is all in the tip.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


EVERY YEAR a lot of un- 
finished furniture finds its 
way into homes and six months 
or a year later it still looks 
pretty much like unfinished 
furniture. This is a shame be- 
cause a lot of this furniture 
that is sold by local lumber 
yards, department and mail 
order stores ig very well con- 
structed and when properly 
finished can be a real bargain. 


As a rule unfinished furni- 
ture is made out of softwoods 
and while these can be given 
a natural finish a tint or paint 
will produce better results. In 
any event, before applying any 
finish go over the piece with 
fine sandpaper to insure the 
wood being really smooth with- 
out rough spots that might 
have been missed during 
manufacture. Fill in over ex- 
posed nail and screw heads 
with plastic wood. 


An excellent and durable 
finish for this furniture is 


enamel. You must first apply 
a coat of enamel under-coater 
and when this is dry it should 
be given a light sanding. Dust 
thoroughly and then apply a 
coat of enamel. When the first 
coat is dry, sand lightly and 
apply a second coat. 


If you wish a natural finish 
or one where the wood grain 
will show through, sand the 
wood and then apply a stain. 
You can use wood stain colors 
such as walnut or mahogany 
but you'll get much more 
pleasing results if you use 
plain colors such as red, blue, 
yellow and so forth, These 
stains will tint the wood to the 
color of the stain but will al- 
low the grain to show. After 
the stain is dry, apply a sur- 
face coating of shellac or Wax. 


A great deal can be done 
with hardware to give this kind 
of furniture a more formal 
appearance.

She can tell you when to feed 
bone meal and when to feed 
super-phosphate, how to judge 
standards and tell when a fall 
is faulty. She belongs to the 
Greater St. Louis Iris Society, 
goes to meetings and flower 
shows. Only through iris, she 


believes, did she start to live 
again. 

“They will help you no mat- 
ter how great your grief,” she 
said. “You’re never nearer to 
God than when you're with 
flowers.” 

Because they helped her so 
much, Mrs. Petersdorff has be- 
come an iris missionary. When- 
ever she reads or hears of any- 
one with sickness or sorrow, 
a child with rheumatic fever, 
a woman who’s lost her family, 
she sends a start of an iris 
garden. She has started more 
than 200 such gardens and 
“our children’s flowers,” as 
she calls them, are growing 
across the country.

Real vs. Imaginary Heart Trouble

WHAT IS imaginary heart 
trouble? How does it differ 
from organic heart disease? It 
is important to know the dif- 
ference because your well-be- 


ing and happiness may depend 
upon this knowledge. 

Most people are inclined to 
classify all heart disease as 
one: Heart trouble. You hear 
it on every side. “My uncle’s 
down with heart trouble’— 
“Her mother just had a heart 
attack’’—“‘My son isn’t allowed 
to play baseball or football be- 
cause he has heart trouble.” 
Only since the President's at- 
tack are some persons becom- 
ing more specific and saying: 
“My brother just had an at- 
tack of coronary thrombosis.” 


Now why is it necessary 
to make a distinction be- 
tween the various forms of 
heart ailments? It is essen- 
tial for proper treatment. 
For example, here are some 
types of organic (real) heart 
disease: Rheumatic heart 
disease, arteriosclerotic heart 
disease, hypertensive heart 
disease, congenital heart dis- 
ease, thyroid heart disease, 
syphilitic heart disease. 


Knowing which is which, we 
can institute specific  treat- 
ments for each. For example, 
antibiotics, low cholesterol 
diets, anti-high blood pressure 
drugs, operation for congenital 
hearts, operation or thyroid 
medication for thyroid heart, 
and antisyphilitic treatment for 
syphilitic heart disease. 


But you will note, that in 
this large classification of 
heart disease, I have left out 
an even larger classification— 
(more people suffer from it): 
IMAGINARY HEART TROU- 
BLE. I call it TROUBLE be- 
cause it is not actual heart dis- 
ease. This classification is im- 
portant. 

Here is a man who says; 
“Doctor, I'm sure I'm going to 
die one of these nights. My 
heart skips and I feel that one 
time it won't start beating 
again.” 

You examine him carefully 
but you do not find organic 
heart disease. He has what

we call premature contractions 
or extrasystoles. You tell him 
that he only thinks he has 
heart disease, that what he has 
is imaginary heart trouble. 

A 25-year-old woman says: 
“Doctor, I am frightened. Last 
night after I got into bed my 
heart began to race so fast I 
thought it would never stop. It 
pounded my chest so hard I 
was sure | was having a heart 
attack.” 

You do a complete heart 
study and you find no organic 
(real) heart disease. What she 
had was an attack of paroxys- 
mal tachycardia (an impressive 
sounding title for a condition 
which is often most insignifi- 
cant, found in the healthiest of 
hearts, and due to nervousness 


and irritability of the heart 
muscle). 
A six-foot, 200-pounder 


comes in saying: “I've had 
this pain in my left chest 
for the past three days. I 
may as well be frank with 
you. I’m worried that it’s 
my heart.” 

His examination, too, is 
negative. What hé has is 
muscle pain in his chest. His 
heart has nothing to do with 
his symptoms. A bit of re- 
assurance and perhaps a heat 
= are all he needs to get 
well. 


Likewise, people worry about 
shortness of breath, swelling 
of ankles. Often these symp- 
toms are due to real heart dis- 
ease, but never forget that they 
also may be present in normal 
hearts.

fear. They are SURE they 
have heart trouble. Yet they 
are too frightened to find out 
the truth. In most cases they 
would get this verdict from 
their doctor: No heart trouble. 
Your symptoms are real but 
your heart trouble is imaginary.

Summer Camps 


“WHAT DO YOU THINK about summer camps, Dr. 
Popenoe?” Mrs. B. asks. “Do you think they're an im- 
portant experience for every youngster? We have an 8- 
year-old boy. Some of his friends are going away to camp 
and he’d like to go with them, although he doésn’t seem 
to feel too strongly about it. We have had no experience 
in this matter.” 

In general, of course, camping experience for young 
people gets my vote. But there’s the child’s own person- 
ality and other alternatives to consider. What would he 
do, for instance, if he didn’t go to camp? 


But, by and large, camping is such a valuable 
experience that there are few children who won't 
profit greatly from it. Parents who haven’t made 
a decision for this summer should go to work at 
once because the good camps fill up their quotas 
rapidly. 


Newspaper and magazine ads and recommendations of 
acquaintances will: put you in touch with many of them. 
For most families the first question is, “What will it cost?” 
A two-month session at a glorified country club for little 
ladies and little gentlemen may run into hundreds of dol- 
lars A week at a camp run by such organizations as the 
YMCA. Y.W.C.A., Campfire Girls, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts and the like will be relatively inexpensive. In any 
event, make sure there are no extras. These can certainly 
add up. 

Don’t judge a camp by its catalog or by the inter- 
view with the director. Both of these may be prejudiced. 
Visit the camp in person, if possible, but at least talk 
with the parents of children who have gone there in the 
past. What kind of people manage the camp and what 
kind of report do they give? 


y, I'm in favor of those camps in 
which the boys and girls do a fair amount of 
their own work. I think that is better education 
than merely to be waited on in luxury, even if the 
parents can afford the latter. But the character of 
the staff is the decisive factor, and you can afford 
te make a good many inquiries on this point. 


Summer camping is particularly valuable to boys be- 
cause in the ordinary conditions of city life they don't 
have too much association with older males. It is inval- 
uable to the boy from a broken home who has no real 
contact with a father.

WHEN JUDSON MOSS BE- 
MIS came to St. Louis in 1858 
to start a bag factory down on 
the levee, he wasn't even sure 
what flour sacks were made of. 
He had $2000 in savings, two 
printing presses, a half dozen 
sewing machines and the idea 
there was money to be made 
in flour bags and gunny sacks. 
He was right. 


Today, as the company cele- 
brates its 100th anniversary, 
there may be no more ubiqui- 
tous product on the market 
than the Bemis Bag, in one 
form or another. 


Nobody ever stops to contem- 
plate a bag. They’re taken for 
granted. But the fact is that 
it would be hard to get through 


,a day without coming in con- 


tact directly or indirectly with 
a Bemis Bag. The odds are 
that just about everything you 
eat, wear or use was contained, 
at some stage of its production, 
in a bag by Bemis. 

The mattress on which you 
sleep may have been shipped 
in Bemis mattress bag. The 
bag into which you toss yes- 
terday’s shirt is probably a 
Bemis laundry bag, and the 
shirt itself may have reposed 
in a Bemis plastic bag.

The flour, salt, potatoes, 
onions and other sacked and 
packaged commodities you pick 
up at the supermarket are most 
likely in Bemis bags.

NOW THE LARGEST bag- 
making company in the world, 
Bemis has grown from a sec- 
ond-story shop on the levee to 
a collection of textile, paper 
and plastic packaging plants 
which extends f:'om coast to 
coast, turning out 1,250,000,000 
bags a year. 

Although company execu- 
tives can tell you how many 
bags they make a year, they 
throw up their hands when 
asked how many kinds of bags 
they make. So complicated and 
specialized is the bag-making 
business today that it’s impos- 
sible to compute the number. 


Each of the several hundred 
kinds of cloth, paper and plas- 
tic bags may have any number 
of sizes, variations and combi- 
nations of materials designed 
to meet requirements of vari- 
ous industries. 


A good example is the gunny 
sack, or burlap bag, one of the 
foundations of the business, In 
the early days a gunny sack 
was a simple thing, cut from a 
length of burlap and sewed up 
one side and across the bottom. 
Most of the jute from which 
gunny sacks are woven comes 
from India, and they got their 
name from the Indian word for 
jute, “goni.” Burlap, like Ko- 
dak, originally was one firm's 
trade name for the bags, but 
in time it became a general 
name for the material itself. 

You don’t see many plain 
old gunny sacks anymore. In- 
stead you find bags in which 
burlap has been laminated with 
paper or with asphalt or with 
combinations of paper and as- 
phalt, paper and plastic, as- 
phalt and plastic, several kinds 
of paper, ad infinitum, depend- 
ing on what the customer needs. 

In the 100 years of its ex- 
istence Bemis has been through 
three major stages of develop- 
ment in bag-making—textile, 
paper and now plastics. But 
even though paper and plastic 
today constitutes the biggest 
part of the bag business, cot- 
ton and burlap still are main- 
stays just as they were when 
the company was started by 
young Bemis. 


Reared on a farm in north- 
ern Illinois, where he got about 
two years of schooling, Judson 
Moss Bemis went to Chicago 
as a young man to seek his 
fortune. Remembering an un- 
cle’s remark that a man always 
feels better with some money 
in his pocket, young Bemis 
bought a second-class train 
ticket. He had a whole dollar 
when he reached the city. 


He got a job as office boy

years old, he had amassed 
$2000 and was ready to go into 
business for himself. 


Casting about for something 
likely, he dropped in on a 
cousin who had acquired -a 
small bag factory. He spent 
an hour looking over the fac- 
tory, learned there were only 
two or three bag factories in 
the country, and decided it 
was a good field to enter. 


Bemis chose St. Louis be- 
cause it was a shipping point 
for the dozens of little flour 
mills in Missouri and Illinois. 
His cousin had agreed to fur- 
nish two ancient printing press- 
es, six sewing machines and a 
superintendent to run things, 
for a share in the business. 


Bemis found a small two- 
story building on the levee at 
Cherry and Main streets. He 
rented the upper floor and ar- 
ranged to get steam power 
from a machine shop on the 
first floor. 


He had made arrangements 
to buy cotton goods on credit, 
but the only drawback was, 
he didn’t really know enough 
about the bag business to know 
what kind of material to buy. 
Also he didn’t want the cotton 
merchants or his employes to 
know he didn't know. 


So Bemis went down to the 
levee, which was a busy place 
in those days, with sacks of 
flour, bales of hay and cartons 
and bundles of other commodi- 
ties piled as far as the eye 
could see. When no one was 
looking, he snipped an ear off 
a flour sack. Then he went 
to a cotton goods merchant and 


said, “I want some of this.” 


It was heavy sheeting and 
he bought 10 bales of it. Then 
he made up some half barrel 
sacks and went around seek- 
ing business. His first order 
was for 200 half-barrel sacks, 
to be delivered at the rate of 
50 a day. He delivered the 
entire order on the first day. 


His customer was pleased 
not only with his speed, but 
also with the appearance of 
the bags. Most bags in those 
days had the customer's name 
and brand rather crudely sten- 
ciled on the bags. These new- 
fangled printed bags made 
quite a hit and Bemis Bag was 
on its way. 


The chief competitor to the 
flour sack in those days was 
the barrel. It was the stand- 
ard container and even house- 
wives bought flour by the bar- 
rel. Barrels were cheap, and 
they had a certain value after 
they were emptied. 


But changes began to take 
place to Bemis’s advantage. 
The cost of barrels increased 
until they were almost prohibi- 
tive. At the same time the de- 
mand for flour and grain in 
smaller packages was on the 
increase. 


IN TIME the barrel disap- 


peared from the flour picture. 
The half-barrel sack came 
down to the 100-pound sack, 
where it stayed for a good 
many years. Those were the 
days when every kitchen had 
plenty of dish towels made 
from 100-pound flour sacks. 
Many a youngster went to 
school wearing panties on the 
seat of which was clearly im- 
printed “Pillsbury’s Best,” thus 
creating an American legend. 


But times changed even 
more, as the nation’s baking 
habits changed, and women 
who once baked al! their bread 
started buying bakery bread. 
The flour sack went down to 
50 pounds, then to 25 and 10 
pounds, until nowadays few 
women buy more than five 
pounds of flour at a time. It 
comes in a paper bag, a bag 
created by Bemis to fit the 
purpose 


By the time paper became a 
strong contender in the bag 
business, some 25 years ago, 
Bemis was using more than 
400,000,000 yards of cotton and 
burlap annually, or enough to 
go more than five times around 


the earth. 
The Civil War contributed 
to the prosperity of the young 


company, flour milling was 
something of a local trade. 
There were small mills in about 
every other town. Flour was 
ground by millstones powered 
by water wheels. There were 
more than 20,000 such mills, 
scattered all over the country. 


Development of the chilled 
steel rolling mill to replace the 
old fashioned millstones turned 
flour milling into an industry 
rather than a local trade. Huge, 
centralized mills began to re- 
place the small ones. Minne- 
apolis was becoming one of 
the milling centers of the 
country, and it was here that 
Bemis erected his first branch 
factory. 


By the turn of the century, 
anticipating the growth of bag- 
using industries throughout the 
country, Bemis had establishea 
eight more factories—in Oma- 
ha, New Orleans, San Francis- 
co, Indianapolis, Memphis, 
Kansas City, Seattle and Hous- 
ton. 

Bemis had become big busi- 
ness. Judson Bemis had long 
since discovered that a man 


could make cloth cheaper than | 


he could buy it, so he had 
built his own mill, the Home 
Cotton Mills, here-in St. Louis. 

The company had also be- 
come the largest importer of 
burlap in the country and had 
established a system of jute 
mill grinding that was accepted 


as standard for the entire in- | 


dustry. In 1912 the firm made 


arrangements to take over the | 


entire output of the Angus jute 
mills, largest in India. 


THE PAPER BAG, or sack, 
started about 100 years ago as 
the grocer’s sack. It wasn’t until 
1900 that paper began to pre- 


sent possibilities, and it wasn’t | 
until the 1920s that technologi- | 


cal developments, combined 
with another change in buying 
and marketing habits, made it 
a real threat to the textile bag. 


Stronger papers and multi- 
wall construction were devel- 
oped, also better adhesives and 
special coatings. The grocer 
no longer measured out a cou- 
ple of pounds of sugar which 
he poured into a paper bag. 

The supermarket was ar- 
riving, and there were fewer 
grocery clerks. The only solu- 
tion was a bag that would hold 
sugar without breaking and 
which could be stacked on the 
supermarket shelf like the 
canned goods. 


Bemis originated such bags, 
along with the delta seal, 
which creates a square, com- 
pact paper sack The sugar 
sack is just a small example 
of what is being done with pa- 
per these days. Bemis has cre- 
ated multi-wall and laminated 


paper bags that will carry 
many things which used to re- 
quire textile bags, barrels, 


steel drums, boxes and crates. 


They like to tell of the time 
company engineers sent a pa- 
per sack of flour over Niagara 
falls. The bag remained in- 
tact and the flour dry. 


Bemis went into plastic bags 
some 25 years ago with the in- 
troduction of cellophane. But 
it wasn't until polyethylene and 
other improved plastics came 
along during World War II that 
they got excited about plastic. 
Bemis has created a number 
of bags of plastic, including 
the one in which you can trans- 
port live goldfish. But mostly 
plastic is combined with tex- 
tiles and paper to make bags 
for special purposes, from 
chemicals to explosives. 


THEIR LARGEST fabric and 
plastic creation is the nylon 
and vinyl cover they made fer 
Busch Stadium, to cover the in- 
field when it rains. It meas- 
ures 160 by 160 feet and weighs 
1100 pounds, as compared to 
the 6000 pounds of the heavy 
duck covers used formerly. Al- 
so about half as many men 
can get it on the field in about 
half the time. 

Although Bemis moved the 
president's office to Boston 
some years ago, because it was 
a better buying center, the 
central offices of Bemis Bag, 
and three of its 34 plants, are 
still in St. Louis. 

Since 1880, the “tat in the 
bag” has been one of the most 

trademarks in the 


country. It is a picture of a 
cat, known as “Biddy,” creep- 
ing out of a Bemis flour sack. 

According to company leg- 
end, Biddy was a first-rate 
mouser around the St. Louis 
plant back in 1880, and highly 
thought of. One day Judson 
Bemis saw her coming out of 
a flour bag in which she had 
been sleeping. He conceived 
the trademark, had an artist 
draw it, and it has been used 
in every Bemis ad since 


THERE IS a strongly devel- 
oped sense of tradition at Be- 
mis, reflected not only in the 
trademark, but in the com- 
pany'’s calendar, which Bemis 
has been issuing annually since 
the 1870s. What makes it dis- 
tinctive is that it is sent out 
in October instead of January, 
and its year starts with Oc- 
tober. 

“It was the idea of Judson 


Moss Bemis,” explains Paul 
McGrath, manager of the St. 
Luis plant. “He figured that 


the calendar that got to the

stayed on the wall. So if the 
others were going to send out 
theirs in late December, he 
would send his in October.” 
Business is to some extent 
seasonal. Right now Bemis 
plants here and in Houston, 
Tex., are getting ready for the 
onion season, turning out open- 
mesh onion bags at the rate of 
100,000 a day. They are red 
and green because, McGrath 
explains, a white bag makes a 
white onion look yellow. But 
a colored bag makes a white 
onion look white and more de- 
sirable to the eye in the su- 


permarket. 

Soon they will be making po- 
tato bags It was Bemis that 
originated the potato bag with 
the mesh window, to let the 


shopper see the size, color and 
condition of the potatoes inside. 
Bemis also originated the mesh 
bags of woven paper in which 
you buy oranges and other com- 
modities. 


In the meantime, and all the 


time, the company is turning 
out flour sacks, seed bags, feed 
bags, sausage bags, mailing 
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bags, carpenter and grocery 
aprons, burlap bags, bang bags 
(for explosives), baler bags, 
mattress bags, can bags, furni- 
ture covers, broom covers, 
barge covers, lumber covers, 
laundry bags, coffee urn bags, 
bathhouse bags, ballot bags. 
money bagsand other standard 
and special items. 

Although Bemis is having 
centennial celebrations and 
open houses in all their 34 
plants this year, they aren't 
particularly inflated about be- 
ing 100 years old. “We look 
on the past 100 years as just 
experience; it's the next 100 
years that count,” says Mc- 
Grath, with the look in his eye 
of a man who intends to see 
everything inside a Bemis bag 
some day

ADVANCES MADE in ob- 
taining energy from the fusion 
of hydrogen atoms or from the 
sun may some day make the 
moon a habitable planet. 

Astronomers have long held 
that the moon is a cold, life- 
less body without atmosphere 
or water. These are necessi- 
ties of life and their absence 
poses formidable problems. To- 
day, scientists are taking an- 
other look at the moon and 
coming up with fantastic an- 
swers. 


Many scientists believe that 


the thing we will have most 
of (and yet cost us the least) 
in the year 2000 will be energy. 
Once that energy is available 
then the very rocks on the 
moon can be made to support 
life. Here is why: 

On the earth we find mag- 
nesium silicates. Some of these 
rocks contain 13 per cent 
water by weight. We call it the 
“water of crystalization.” 


There is reason to believe 
these rocks still exist on the 
moon, If they do, they can 
provide both water and at- 
mosphere. 


With sufficient energy we 
can crush and powder the 
rocks. Then by applying heat 
or electrolyzing them the 
water can be driven out of the 
rocks, For every 100 pounds of 
rocks we can obtain 13 pounds 
of water.

‘phere of perhaps six or seven 
pounds per square inch. 
People will live under 
these plastic domes much as 
they live in cities on earth. 
They won't need space suits 
unless they venture out of 
the villages, The danger of 
meteorites striking and de- 
stroying the domes can be 
avoided by building them be- 
neath the lunar surface. 


Many have asked whether | 
it would be possible to grow 
crops on the moon. 

No one knows precisely. 
There is no soil on the moon 
in the accepted sense, so we 
cannot grow things by simply 
sowing seeds and waiting. Oth- 
er methods must be employed. 

One soilless method has been 


employed on the earth with | 


some success. In hydroponic 
farming, plants are grown in 
water to which has been added 
the necessary nutrients. 


When we reach the 
perhaps this technique will be 
useful, for we cannot afford 
to carry food and water to the 
moon from the earth. They 
must be obtained there. 

With water and food availa- 
ble on the moon, space travel 
will be given a big impetus 

The lower gravitational field 
of the moon means the velocity 
of escape from its surface is 
only one-and-one-half miles per 
second, compared to seven 
miles a second for the earth. 

This makes the moon the 
ideal launching point for any 


expedition to the planets.
